The result is the threatened extermination 
of fiirbearers and a plague of rodents, 
and to poison the rodents the Biological 
Survey got $500,000 from the last con­ 
gress.

U. S. EXPORT LOSSES 
From Mobeiiy Monitor-Index. 
International movement of money last 
year was highly unfavorable to the Unit­ 
ed States, the trend having been away 
from rather than to it. 
Export dollars ex­ 
ceeded import dollars by a wide margin. 
This condition was due to a number of 
causes. 
Foreign 
short-term 
loans at­ 
tracted $443,000,000 from America, the 
bulk of which would have gone into do­ 
mestic enterprises under more favorable 
industrial conditions. 
American tourists 
spent hundreds of millions abroad, these 
export dollars with foreign remittances 
from 
aliens 
working 
here 
forming a 
grand total of 1,010,000,000. 
Branch 
factories 
abroad 
in 
which 
Americans have about $7,500,000,000 in­ 
vested, returned smaller earnings than us­ 
ual to their owners, which was another 
factor in striking this unfavorable bal­ 
ance. 
While it is true that foreign investors 
repurchased from American investors be­ 
tween 
$400,000,000 
and 
$500,000,000 
worth of foreign securities, which dump­ 
ed an equal amount of capital into the 
United States, this aggravate^ the situa­ 
tion instead of ameliorating it, since they 
were bought back at bargain prices from 
American investors who had purchased 
them at their face— or nearly face— value 
and had to unload because of the poor 
bond market, securities crash and busi­ 
ness depression. 
These blows below the belt are hard to 
take after a country has had things pretty 
much its own way for more than a de­ 
cade. 
But 
while 
Uncle 
Sam may be 
bloody he is unbowed. 
It is only a mat­ 
ter of time until the tables will be turned.

KANGAROO LEATHER POPULAR 
The United States is the world’s chief 
purchaser of Australia’s kangaroo hides. 
About 3,000 kangaroo hides come into the 
country every day. 
From them are fash­ 
ioned about 6,000 pairs of shoes. Kanga­ 
roo leather is declared to be strongest for 
its weight. 
The Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology reports that kangaroo has 
an index strength of 117, horse of 98, calf 
of 86 and buckskin of 32. 
If there have 
been any people who believed that “ kan­ 
garoo leather’' was a trade name, they 
are herewith set straight; kangaroo leath­ 
er is furnished by kangaroos. 
What Americans know about kanga­ 
roos is ample. 
Science itself has not ex­ 
plained 
why 
the 
kangaroo 
carries its 
young in a pouch.

EXPENSES APPROVED

JEFFER SO N CITY, Mo., May 20. 
—Gov ernor Caulfield to day signed 
one of the last of the appro priatio n 
bills fo r expenses of the state gov ­ 
ernm ent in 19 31-32. 
It is a m eas­ 
ure carrying funds for sev eral of 
the state departm ents, appro priat­ 
ing $4,104,9 16 o ut of the general 
rev enue receipts, and sev eral mil­ 
lions additional from o ther special 
funds. 
The largest appro priatio n carried 
in the m easure is for the office of 
secretary of state Charles U. Beck­ 
er, w'hose departm ent will get more 
than $1,600,000 for o peratio n during 
this biennium.

CAPONS U S U A L L Y ----- 
HIGHER PRICED 


Operation Is Favored When 
Cockerels Cannot Be Sold. 


The production of capons Is a 
good practice for poultry flock owm- 
ers, according to Oliver N. Sum­ 
mers, ex tension poultryman of the 
University of Wyoming, as capons 
usually bring higher prices than 
other classes of poultry. 
Surplus cockerels should be ca- 
ponized (1) when cockerels cannot 
he sold to good advantage as broil­ 
ers, (2) wdien a supply of fresh 
killed chickens is desired later, (3) 
cockerels are sometimes caponized 
when natural means are used for 
brooding 
because 
most 
capons 
(Leghorns and such ex cepted) will 
brood chickens as well as a hen. 
Tiie iinsex ing of cockerels is sim­ 
ple and easy and losses in slips and 
birds that may be killed should be 
very small, 2 to 5 per cent, though, 
of course, this depends upon con­ 
ditions such as light, age, whether 
or not the cockerels have been 
starved before the operation, the 
ex perience of the operator, etc. 
Though the increases in size or 
w^eight of a capon over a cockerel 
is considerable it is not as great as 
is sometimes claimed and consid­ 
ered, It being about one-fifth. How­ 
ever, this increased weight is made 
on less feed as the disposition of 
a capon is quiet and docile, while 
that of a cockerel Is aggressive and 
quarrelsome. 
Because the market 
prefers large capons and top prices 
are paid for capons weighing 7 
pountis or more, the larger breeds 
and varieties are most desirable. 
However, because the Asiatics and 
Giants are slow' growing and late 
developing, birds belonging to the 
medium classes as the Plymouth 
Jtocks, Rhode Island Reds and Wy- 
andottes make the best capons. Be­ 
cause of their smaller size it usu­ 
ally does not pay to caponlze Leg­ 
horns or cockerels of the lighter 
breeds. 
Because the best market and de­ 
mand for capons comes between 
Christmas and Easter and because 
it takes about ten months to grow 
and finish a capon properly, cocker- 
esl should be caponized in June, 
July and August. 
Often information as to the time 
to caponize cockerels is gi^-en ac­ 
cording to age or size, but It is 
more desirable that the stage of 
development be taken Into consid­ 
eration because some cockerels de- 
^•elop much faster than others of 
tlie same lot. 
Because of tlie lim­ 
ited time and space they cannot be 
given here, but details as to instru­ 
ments. the operation, care and feed­ 
ing of capons, etc.. may be ob­ 


tained from Farm er’s Bulletin 84D. 
“Capons and 
Caponizing,” 
which 
may be obtained from the County 
Agricultural Agent or the Ex ten­ 
sion Service of the College of Agri­ 
culture of the University of Wy­ 
oming.

have stolen a revolver from the 
home of Col. Theodore Ziske, head 
of tho reformatory, forced Chrane 
to drive him out of Boonville across 
the Missouri River, and there shot 
the teacher. 
Since his capture Vriski has main­ 
tained a sullen silence. Insisting he 
was drunk on •vine he made in the 
basement of Col. Ziske’s home at 
the time. 
He is defended by Lionel 
Dr.vis, of Fayette, and State Repre­ 
sentative Jam es 
T. Blair, Jr., of 
Jefferson City. 
Three Missouri prosecuting attor­ 
neys and a special prosecutor are 
representing the state. 
Vriski has been confined in the 
state prison here since last Septem­ 
ber for safe-keeping.

CHAPTER LXV—Continued 
For the first time the enemy ’s 
lines 
were 
completely 
broken 
through. 
Although he had been 
badly beaten on all parts of the 
front he had hitherto been able to 
av oid this disaster. 
By the mag­ 
nificent dash of our First army , 
howev er, the enemy now found 
himself in the same situation that 
had confronted tlfe allies earlier in 
the war. 
The Fifth corps in th<^ center 
drov e a wedge into the German de­ 
fenses, swept through the zone of 
their artillery , and by night had 
reached the heights of Barricourt, 
five miles from the front of de­ 
parture. 
The enemy ’s lines had 
been decisively crushed, thanks to 
the splendid performances of the 
Eighty -ninth and Second divisions. 
The Third corps had strongly 
supported 
the 
Fifth 
corps, 
the 
Ninetieth div ision carry ing all its 
objectiv es without a rev erse, and 
the Fifth division on its right 
reaching 
the 
Meuse, 
north 
of 
BrleuUes, and capturing Clery -le- 
Grand. 
On the left of the aiuny In the 
First corps the Eightieth division 
co-operated with the Second div i­ 
sion In the capture of Imepourt 
and reached the corps objectiv e 
north of Sivry . 
The remainder of 
the corps was unable, in spite of 
great eiforts, to make much head­ 
way against the Bois des Loges, 
although the Sev enty -eighth divi­ 
sion did gain a foothold in that 
wood. 
By the ev ening of Nov ember 1 
the situation of the enemy was so 
serious that he had either to deliv­ 
er a strong counter-attack or to 
withdraw from all territory south 
of 
Buzancy -Boult-aux -Bois. 
The 
blow struck by the First army had, 
howev er, given him such a shock 
that he was unable to take strong 
offensive action, although he still 
offered serious resistance. 
Germane Hurled Bey ond Meuse. 
The attack continued with vigor 
Nov ember 2 and 3, the Third corps 
hurling 
the 
enemy 
bey ond 
the 
Meuse 
near 
Dun-sur-Meuse 
and 
Stenay . The Fifth div ision on the 
2nd 
captured 
Doulcon 
and 
tlie 
Ninetieth took Villcrs-devant-Dun. 
The 
following 
day 
the 
Nine­ 
tieth pushed 
through 
the woods 
on Its front and established 
its 
line along the heights ov erlooking 
the riv er In the neighborhood of 
Villefranche. 
In the Fifth corps the Eighty - 
ninth div ision Nov ember 2 cap­ 
tured Tallly in the face of heovy 
machine-gun fire, and the follow­ 
ing 
day 
seized 
Barricourt 
and 
drov e 
the 
enemy 
backward 
to 
Beauclair. 
The Second div ision 
made a slight adv ance on this date, 
resuming the attack the 3rd. 
That night the Third 
brigade 
(Col. James C. Rhea), by a perH- 
ous night march through the ex ­ 
tensiv e Foret de Dioulet 
passed 
completely 
bey ond 
the 
enemy ’s 
lines and captured German troops 
in their billets. 
By midnight the 
head of the column was in firm 
possession of la Tuilerie farm, just 
south of Beaumont. 
The success of the attack In the 
center, Nov ember 1, compelled the 
retirement of the enemy on 
the 
entire front of the First corps. The 
Eightieth 
division 
on 
the 
2nd 
reached the new CSierman defensive 
position, broke through it and took 
Buzancy . 
The 
following 
day , 
against heav y fire, the Eightieth 
established its line along the road 
running southeast from St. Pierre- 
mont. 
The Sev enty -sev enth di v i s i o n 
now succeeded in passing Cham- 
plgneulles, and by the night of the 
2nd had reached Harricourt. 
The 
following morning it drov e the 
enemy to the hill north of St. 
Pierremont, where It was held up 
by heav y machine-gun fire. 


The Sev enty -eighth division cap­ 
tured the Bois des Ivoges the 2nd, 
and established its line along the 
eastern edge of the Bois de Bour­ 
gogne north 
to Briq uenav , 
and 
continuing on the 3rd, captured 
Germont and Verrieres. 
My diary notes: 
“Souilly , Thursday , Novem­ 
ber 7, 1918 . Had long talk with 
Stettinius about ordnance on 
Monday . 
\ islted Second army 
headq uarters and found indi­ 
cations of withdrawal on that 
front. 
“Spent the day 
at front. 
Went through Grandpre, ov er­ 
taking Dickman’.s First corps 
headq uarters at H arricourt; he 
was pushing troops toward Se­ 
dan. 
Returned 
through 
St. 
Juv in and found traffic in diffi- 
•culties, 
many trucks 
hav ing 
run off the road in the dark­ 
ness. 
Gav e directions to use 
lights on all motor transport. 
“Receiv ed letter from Mar­ 
shal Foch today asking for six 
American divisions for new of­ 
fensiv e south of Metz. 
Our 
adv ance has been continuous. 
Recommended 
Harbord 
and 
McAndrews for promotion to 
grade of lieutenant general.” 
By 
Nov ember 
4, 
the 
enemy , 
greatly disorganized, was retiring 
before the v igorous pursuit of our 
troops on the entire front of the 
First army . 
His withdrawal was 
strongly 
protected 
by 
cleverly * 
placed machine guns and well-or­ 
ganized delay ing operations. 
The following telegram came to 
me on the afternoon of the 5 th: 
“The operations bf'gun No­ 
v ember 1 by the First Ameri­ 
can army , due to the v alor of 
the command and to the ener­ 
gy and brav ery of the troops, 
hav e already assured results of 
great importance. I am happy 
to send y ou my congratulations. 
“FOCH.” 


CHAPTER LXVI 
Our success had been so striking 
since the beginning of the Novem­ 
ber 1 attack that I felt full adv an­ 
tage should be taken of the possi­ 
bility of destroy ing the armies on 
our front and seizing the region 
upon which Germany largely de­ 
pended for her supply of iron and 
coal. 
In accordance with 
these 
views the following order was is­ 
sued 
to the First 
and 
Second 
armies: 
“1. The energetic action of 
the First army 
should 
com­ 
pletely ex pel the enemy from 
the region between the* Meuse 
and the Bar within the nex t 
few day s. The results obtained 
by this army hav e been felt on 
the 
entire 
front 
from

Moselle to Holland. . . . 
“It is desired that, in carry ­ 
ing out the directions that are 
outlined herein, corps and di­ 
vision commanders push troops 
forward wherev er resistance is 
broken, 
without 
regard 
for 
fix ed objectiv es and without 
fear for their flanks.

prepared as a preliminary to a new 
line of adv ance to the east. 
Nov ember 3, 4 and 5, the Fifth 
division of the Third corps In a 
brilliant maneuv er on a wide front 
f 
Meuse and 
established bridgeheads south of 
heights 
of 
t^he Meuse were gradually cleared 
by the Third corps and the French 
Second Colonial corps, which had 
relieved the French Sev enteenth 
corps. 
Now for the first time 
mnce 19 14, the French positions 
around 
\ erdun 
were completely 
fx ee from the menace of these 
heights. 
In these operations the Fifth di­ 
vision, assisted by a regiment of 
the Thirty -second, on Nov ember 5 
had captured Milly and established 
its line from there south to the 
Bois de Chatlllon. By night of the 
9 th it had adv anced to Remoiv ille 
and north of Mouzay . 
Our front was also ex tended to 
the south, and by Nov ember 10 an 
ex cellent line of departure was se­ 
cured for an offensive In the direc­ 
tion of Montmedy . 
The Seventy - 
ninth 
division 
(Kuhn), 
in 
the 
French Second Colonial corps, met 
decided opposition in its attacks 
of the 4th, 5th and Bth against the 
Borne de Comouiller, 
and 
this 
strong point was finally taken on 
the 7th. On the following dav the 
Sev enty -ninth, with units of the 
Twenty -six th 
div ision 
(Bamford) 
attached, adv anced on Its entire 
front, and on the 9 th took Wav - 
rille. 
Between Nov ember 3 and 7 the 
Twenty -six th division, on the right 
of the Seventy -ninth, made no at­ 
tack. 
On the 8 th it took up the 
pursuit of the retiring enemy , and 
by night of the 9 th occupied a line 
which included Ville-devant-Cffiau- 
mont. 
The Bighty -first division (Bailey ) 
entered the line as the right divi­ 
sion of the French Second Colonial 
corps, Nov ember 7, relieving the 
Thirty -fifth division (Traub). 
At­ 
tacking on the 9 th against stiff de­ 
fense, it captured Manheulles and 
Moran vi lie. 
Reaching the Meuse. 
The Eighty -ninth division, Fifth 
corps, ov ercoming stubborn opposi­ 
tion, captured Beaufort on the 4th 
and reached the Meuse. The Foret 
de Jaiilny was cleaned up the fol­ 
lowing day , and Cesse was occu­ 
pied. 
The Second div ision in its 
attack of the 4th suffered heav y 
losses and made slight headway , 
but during the nex t two day s it 
continued rapidly , and by night of 
the Bth reached the Meuse south of 
Villemontry . 
In the First corps the Eightieth 
division, on the 4th, in spite of the 
enemy ’s stand, captured Vaux i'n- 
Dieulet and Sommauthe. The ene­ 
my retired during the night and 
the div ision took up the pursuit, 
ov ercoming v igorous 
rear guard 
resistance until reaching a line 
north and west of Beaumont. Dur­ 
ing the night of the 5th its prog­ 
ress continued, the division being 
relieved the nex t morning. 
The Sev enty -sev enth div ision was 
effectively 
opposed 
on 
the 4th 
north and east of Oches, but on 
the 5th its line was pushed forward 
to the north of Stonne and La 
Besace. 
By night of the Bth the 
Seventy -sev enth had reached the 
Meuse, Remilly and Villers being 
entered by Its patrols. 
The Sev enty -eighth division on 
the 4th captured Les Petltes Ar- 
moises, and on the following morn­ 
ing adv anced more than a mile to 
the north. 
The Forty -second divi­ 
sion reliev ed the Sev enty -eighth on 
this line, and by the Gth estab­ 
lished itself north of Bulson.

times. Just a month ag o his last 
wife, the former Germaine Marie 
Tailleferre, div orced him in Paris, 
charg ing desertion.
